Bill Introduced 
On House Floor 


10.-,.., 
President Truman replied with a 
flat no today when asknd wheth- 
er a possible $7,000,000,000 budget 
surplus justified A tax cut at this 
time,

$5.800,000,000 Income tax 
cutting 


bill which would strike 7,400.000 
low income and elderly

today by Rop. Knutson (R-Mfnn.) 
For the 47,000,000 other taxoiyer* 


the measure, referred to by Its au- 
thor as "veto proof," proposes tax 
reductions 
ranging from 38 per 


cent in the lowest bracket to 10 per 
cent on higher Incomes. 


Knutson, chairman of the 
tax*

house 
ways and means 
committee, said he expect* tho bill 
to be tho first major business when 
congress reconvenes In January. 
The reductions would be retroac- 
tive to January 1. 


Bigger Cut Than Before 
The bill would slash tax raven- 


uea by $1.600,00000 more than th« 
$4,000,000,000 
KnuUon 
measure 


which President Truman twice kill- 
ed with vetoes earlier this year. 


Hore is what the now bill would 
do: 


1. Increase the present $300 per* 
sonai exemption to $600. thus free- 
ing 6,000,000 low Income persons 
from tax paying 
and 
providing 
some reductions for all other tax* 
payers, This would reduce reven* 
uos by about $2,000,000.000. 
2. Apply the "community prop- 
erly" principle to ail stntes, permit- 
ting married couples to split tht 
family Income equally for tax re- 
porting purposes in order to tak* 
advantage of lower surtax brack- 
ets. This principle now IB applica- 
ble In a dozen states by local law. 
General application would cost the 
treasury about $600,000000.

"I itill say we can't live without 
ma kin ir some violation of the law," 
the club operator declared from 
the stand. 
The witness was being cross-ex- 


amined when Judge Mays adjourn- 
ed until 1 p. zn. 
Earlier today, Warren Gray, Cor- 
slcana, an employe of the Dr. Pep- 
per Bottling Co., testified that he 
never saw any whisky stored as he 
made deliveries of soft drinks to 
the Dixie Club. He also said he 
had been to the club for entertain- 
ment at nights and found "just 
ordinary country people" there. 
When Pevehouse asked Gray if 
he delivered drinks to the Country 
Club, the state objected and Judge 
Maya sustained, ruling that the 
"comparison is of no materiality." 


On cross examination of Gray, 
Banister asked how many times 
he had been to the Dixie 
during 1W7. 
Gray said 10 
times. 
Banister: Would you

The new federally insured farm 
mortgage , program is now IB ef- 
fect, Fendley said, and the 
first 
insured loan in Texas was made 
at San Saba on Dec. 9. 
The new program, Fendley said, 
supplements rather 
than substi- 
tutes for the agency's direct farm 
purchase loan program in opera- 
tion for the past 10 years. The in- 
sured loans are advanced by pri- 
vate lenders. 


According to Fendley, applica- 
tions are accepted from 
qualified 
war veterans, tenants, sharecrop- 
pers, farm laborers and owners of 
inadequate 
or 
underlmproved 
farms, provided, however, they can- 
not obtain credit elsewhere. They 
must be able to pay at least 10 per 
cent down. He borrows the re- 
mainder from a 
private lender, 
and the FHA guarantees 
repay- 
ment. Forty years is given to pay 
off the loan, and the interest rate 
Is 2.5 percent.

now housed in the Erie, Pa., 
Public Library.

For years names of Erie 


men and women in the arm- 
ed services were gathered 
from the soldier vote lists 
of 1944, selective service 
boards, recruiting 
offices, 


churches, clubs, schools and 
relatives. Last but far from 
least clippings relating to 
service activities were taken 
from the local newspapers. 
These were 
mounted and 


filed, and now constitute a 
record of the war activities 
of 26,105 Erie men and wo- 
men.

All cookers have some safety de- 
vice to release dangerously high 
pressure, says the specialist. For 
assurance of mechanical safety, 
look for the seal of approval of 
the 
Underwriters' 
Laboratories, 
Inc. 


Some cookers have 
controls 


which automatlally hold the pres- 
sure at a set point, regardless of 
how high the heat Is under the 
pan. 
Others 
have 
Indicating 


gauges which show where the 
pressure Is, but the heat must be 
adjusted under this type to hold 
the desired pressure and temper- 
ature. 


Flexible Lids. 


Cookers with flexible lids that 
snap In under the rim of the pan 
cannot be opened until the pres- 
sure Is down. Other cookers have 


devices which keep the lid closed 
until there Is no pressure Inside. 


Knobs and handles should be 


of a material and shape td handle 
comfortably when the pan is hot. 
Wood Is heat resistant but has 
the disadvantage of charring 
or 


cracking when overheated. Heat- 
resistant plastic is used for han- 
dles of some cookers. 


Convcniene is the second item 


for 
consideration. 
The simpler 


and easier the cooker Is to use 
and handle, the more convenient 


It la; the fewer the parts, the lest 
to get out of order. Lift the pan 
to be sure it will be comfortable 
to handle when filled with food. 
If the cooker has a guage It 
should be easy to read as it stands 
on the stove. 


Cleanliness is the third point for 
consideration. 
A good 
smooth 


surface, removable rubber gasket, 
handles and outside attachments 
smoothiy fitted onto the pan air 
mean easier cleaning. 


Durability and size are the lost 


points to consider. The specialist 
suggests that a size be selected 
which will hold tho quantity ol 
food needed by the family. The 
familiar four-quart size Is made 
for a family of four or five; there 
is a smaller size or couples, and a 
new six-quart size for holding half 
hams, whole birds or large 
pot 


roasts for a family of six to eight, 
or for a company meal.

Why do they leave the farm? Or 
to put it another way, why have 
so few veterans and ex-war work- 
ers returned to Texas farms since 
pence was declared? 
Some of the answers are sup- 


plied by Joe R. Motheral, econo- 
mist in rural life at the Texas A. 
and 
M. College agricultural ex- 


periment station, In Progress Re- 
port 1098 covering a survey re- 
cently conducted by the station 
in co-operation with the USDA 
Bureau of Agricultural Evonomics. 


According to Motheral only 1,773,- 


000 persons wore living on Texas 
farms in January, 1947. Despite a 
high birth rate In relation to the 
death rate in rural areas, the 
state's postwar farm population is 
lagging far behind the prewar fig- 
ure cf 2,107,000 persons. There ar« 
only three-fourths 'as many Tex- 
as farm residents now as there 
were in 1930. 
A modern rncord was establish- 


ed In 1045 when farm population 
dropped to 1,577,000, the lowest 
since before the turn of the cen- 
tury. 
Recovery has been slow, 


Motheral indicated, because of cur- 
rent high levels of urban employ- 
ment plus drastic reductions In 
farm labor requirements through 
mechanization and changing crop 
and livestock organization. 
Basic 
Influences. 


Oddly, the farmers themselves 


tended to minimize these basic in- 
fluences 
In presenting 
their 


opinions in the survey. One of the 
most frequently mentioned expla- 
nations for the reluctance of vet- 


erans to so Into farming was the 
"lack of city conveniences." Poor 
roads lack of electricity, and gen- 
erally unattractive living condi- 
tions on farms were named as the 
main reasons ofr loss of Interest 
by prospective farmers. 


A Bell county farmer complain- 


ed that farm children often must 
walk several miles in the mud 
to meet the school bus. and that 
not even doctors are able to trav- 
el some of the country roads when 
there is sickness In the family. 


"The farmers are discouraged be- 


cause they cnn't have the mod- 
ern conveniences," 
one Brizos 


county correspondent stated, ad- 
ding that rural electrification was 
the 
greatest 
need. 
• 
Trend From Farms. 


From Victoria county a farmer 


reported 
on 
his 
neighborhood: 


"Trend is now from the farms to 
the olty here, because of the at- 
tractive living conditions and eas- 
ier money." 


A Walker county report said, 


"Most of the people are leaving 
out here and going to whera they 
have better roads. 
In Fayette county, according to 


one estimate, "about SO percent" 
of the ex-service men are not re- 
turning. 
A Nueces county farm- 


er simply observed, "they are slow 
to come back to the farm." 


Among other reasons offered for 


the curicnt lack of enthusiasm for 
farming were high land prices, 
difficulty of obtaining farm ma- 
chinery, loss of soil productivity 
through erosion, and the spread of 
such weed pests ns Johnson grass.
